Daytime 
curfew 
to remain 

Twin Falls County 
officials will wait 
for action by cities

TWIN FALLS - A controversial daytime cur- 
few will remain in place in Twin Falls County, 
as county commissioners aren’t ready to 
rescind the ordinance. 

The curfew was an attempt to deal with tru- 
ant children who claim falsely to be home 
schooled. 

The Twin Falls County Sheriffs Office had 
complained to county commissioners that 
when officers stopped truant children they 
would claim to be home schooled, county 
Commissioner Carla Reed said. And when offi- 
cers went to the parents, they would say Uic 
some thing even when they had no intention 
’ of home schooling their children. 

As a result, county commissioners included 
a daytime curfew when they approved oilier . 
revisions to the county’s status offense ordi- 
nance. The curfew has received intense criti- 
cism - especially from parents who do home 
school their childrca 

The commissioners have no plans to rescind 
any part of the county ordinance, and arc 
going to wait and see what the ddcs do about 
the daytime curfew. The cities within the 
county also must odopt the ordinance. 

The city of Twin Falls earlier this wccL— 
rejected the daytime.curfcw, but adopted ch'e, 
rest of the amendments to tho ordinance. 

The idea for the curfew grew out of con- 
. cents over rising daytime burglaries, related 
to some children who claimed to bo home, 
schooled Sheriff Wayne Tousley said. 

“Not every home schooled kid is & prob- 
lem,” he said. 

But the curfew is o way to make parents . 
responsible. If children ore home schooled the 
parents must tcU the school district The cur- 
few would allow officers to pick up truant chil- 
dren who claim to bo home schooled but 
aren’t. Touslcy said. 

“We're not out to make the kids criminals,” 
he said. 

The county's status offense ordinance was 
enacted in 1994; the rcvisi.ons, induc^g the 
daytime curfew, were enacted earlier this 
year. 

The old ordinance had no provisions for 
holding truant cliUdrcn accountable, deputy 
prosecutor Julie Sturgill said. Under that ordi-

Senate leaders 
will decide fate 
of abortion bills 


BOISE — Senate Republicans agreed on 
Thursday to have the chamber’s leadership 
committee hear the two House-passed obor- 
don. bills and dedde whether the full Senate .

On emerging from the more than 90-minuic 
closed door session. President Pro Tem Jerry 
Twiggs of Blackfoot said the State Affairs 
Committee will determine the fate of the two 
bills on March 11.

The development aune as a third controver- 
sial and potentioUy costly bill requiring minors 
to get parental consent before having an aboi^ 
tion was essentially killed in the House. 

And one of the two pending in the Senate 
got a boMt from the anoracy general’s office, 
which issued an advisory that said it believed 
most of the potential legal problems with it 
had been resolved in the redrafted version 
that passim the House. ; 

TTuit advisory, however, questioned one pro- 
vision, saying it may not pass court scrutiny.

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Hate booklet 
spurs arrests 
of students 

MIAMI (Al*) — In an extraor- 
dinary use of Florida’s hate- 
crimes law, nine higit school stu- 
dents were jailed for publishing 
an underground booklet filled 
with racist and vulgar language 
and suggestions of violence 
against die black principal. 

The arrests of the five boys 
and four girls — many of them 
honor students — outraged the 
ACLU and rekindled the debate 
about free speech in public 
schools. The students were sus- 
pended for 10 days and could be 
expelled. 

Ttic 20-pagv, mostly handwrit- 
ten booklet distribuicd at subur- 
ban Killian High School con- 
tained one drawing depicting a 
rope, and another showing a 
bloody combination fork-and- 
.spoon protruding from the fore- 
head of 0 man with "an African 
disease." 

The cover depicted principal 
Timotliy Dawson skewered on a 
dart board. In a column titled 
“One student's complaint,” the 
writer wondered: “What would 
happen if 1 shot Dnwsim in the 
head?” 

The school .system said i}iat 
amounted to a death threat. 

“The arrests were made and 
we stand by that decision,” said 
Henry Fruind, deputy superin- 
tendent for Miami-Dade County 
Public Schools. “They do not 
have tlic right to indie the feel- 
ings of outward radsm," 

Dawson ordered school police 
on Monday to arrest the stu- 
dents, ages 16 to 18. They were 
charged with two hate crimes: a 
misdemeanor that forbids the 
anonymous publfcation of hate- 
ful material; and an “enhance- 
ment" charge that can increase 
tile peniUty for a crime motivat- 
ed racism. 

■Jlie charges cany a total of up 
to five years in prison.
